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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant response/remarks to election/restriction requirement received on 12/09/05 
is acknowledged. After thoroughly reviewing the claims, the election/restriction requirement sent 
out on 1 1/17/05 is withdrawn and a new restriction is required because the claimed groups recite 
different subject matters as following: 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

I Claims 78, 82, and 87 are directed to a laser device comprising: ... a single mode 
fiber for conveying laser light from the semiconductor laser to the optical wavelength conversion 
element. 

II Claims 79, 83, and 88 are directed to a laser device comprising: ... a fiber for 
conveying laser light from the semiconductor laser; a solid state laser crystal for receiving laser 
light emitted from the fiber so as to generate a fundamental wave; and an optical wavelength 
conversion element for generating a harmonic wave from the fundamental wave, 

III Claims 81, 86, and 90 are directed to a laser device. 

IV Claims 80, 84, and 89 are directed to a laser device comprising: ... the laser light 
source further includes a semiconductor laser amplifier. . . 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclpsed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 81 is generic among species I, II, and III and claim 80 is 
no generic to species I, U, and III. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a hsting of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
